Georgia Has 
Just the Man 


At 11:30 a. m. today in Chicago the 
gavel falls on the 31st national conven- 
tion of the Democratic Party. 


On the convention floor, in the inner 
circles of the party around the nation, 
among the people in both major parties 
the question is: Who will get the call? 


Many problems face the delegates in 
Chicago—the labor issue, civil rights, an 
anticorruption plank, foreign policy— 
but one problem is paramount. 

Unlike their Republican adversaries 
who had the issue of 68 contested con- 
vention seats to settle, the Democrats 
have only one seat at stake. Their 
problem is to see to it that the party re- 
tains a man in the driver’s seat in Wash- 
ington. 

Which aspirant for the nomination 
affords the greatest hope for attainment 
of that objective is the 1,230-delegate 
question. 

The incumbent doesn’t want the job. 
Gov. Adlai Stevenson of Illinois shakes 
his head vigorously from side to side 
whenever anyone mentions the nomina- 
tion. That he will nod it up and down 
before the week is over is the opinion 
of many. If he does, it will be a distinct 
about-face. , 

Survey the field as we will, we come 
back to our own Sen. Richard B. Russell 
as perhaps the best possible choice to do 
the over-all job that must be done—to 
find unity, to build confidence and to be 
a good campaigner. 


As former governor of Georgia, Dick 
Russell offers a splendid record of suc- 
cess in the administration of public af- 
fairs. Through his legislative experi- 
ence and accomplishments in the na- 
tion’s capital—in agriculture, in foreign 
relations, as chairman of the armed 
services, as a jurist in the MacArthur 
hearing, he has attained a national stat- 
ure that is the envy of his colleagues.

His recent statement of posi- 
tion on the Taft-Hartley Act, although 
awkwardedly handled, may be inter- 
preted as a recognition of a hard politi- 
cal fact.

We urge that the conven- 
tion give careful consideration to him 
and to his program of conciliation with- 
in the party. 

We concede that. the Republicans 
have made a good choice in their candi- 
date for the presidency. 

With Dick Russell as the candidate, 
the Democrats would have a man who 
as a soldier in civilian clothes has served 
his country even as Gen. Dwight Eisen- 
hower has served in uniform. 

With Russell as its standard-bearer, 
the Democrats could offer the man, a 
record of 20 years of service to the bet- 
terment of free men everywhere and a 
constructive program for the future.

May the Tobacco Crop 


Exceed the Estimates 


It may be convention week in Chi- 
cago, but in Georgia’s “Bright Leaf 
Belt” it’s market time. 

In that southern segment of the-state 
which raises tobacco, politics takes sec- 
ond position as the 1952 crop goes on 
the block. 


The growers, the buyers, the ware- 
houses, the merchants of the 19 tobacco 
cities in south Georgia are ready. The 
lid is off this morning. July 21 marks 
the opening of the sales season. 


Opinion is general that the 1952 
crop will fall short because of the 
drouth and that, although the quality 
may hold, the cash receipts will not 
reach the 1951 total. 

The cost of producing the crop has 
been higher this year, too, so the to- 
bacco grower approaches the market 
with misgivings, hoping that his leaf 
grades well and brings a top price. 

Our best wishes go with him. To- 


bacco is a 50-to-60-million-dollar crop 


in Georgia. In many counties it is the 
chief income erop. A good market means 
a lot. 


We hope that when the last basket 
has been sold and the accounts have 
been tallied, the advance estimates will 
have been disproved as pure pessimism.

Nixon Nomination 


Is Bid for Youth 


WASHINGTON—In selecting Sen. Rich- 
ard Nixon of California for second place on 
the party presidential ticket, General Eisen- 
hower’s campaign strategists were evidently 
out to make a strong bid for the more youth- 
ful voters of the country. Nixon is only 39 
and his age was a controlling factor in his 
nomination. 


There were other men who had a higher 


. claim to the honor of being General Ike’s 


running mate. California alone had two in 
the person of Gov. Earl 
Warren and Sen. William 
F. Knowland. It had been 
thought that if the second- 
place nomination was to 
be awarded to a West 
Coast man it would go to 
one of these two. War- 
ren’s choice held priority 
since he controlled the 
big California delegation 
and was Dewey’s running 
mate four years ago. 
Knowland also outranked Nixon in seniority 
and the name he has made for himself since 
coming to the Senate. 


The youth angle was the deciding factor 
with the Eisenhower strategists, plus the fact 
that the junior California senator had quietly 
plaved in with the [Ike forces at the con- 
vention, whereas Governor Warren had 
sought to maintain a more neutral position 
between the two leading rivals. Governor 
Dewey also had a hand in the Nixon selec- 
tion. He thought it would be smart politics 
for the Republicans to make an appeal to the 
youth vote of the country by naming a 
younger man on the ticket. 


But the strategy was basically General 
Eisenhower's. It is a subject he has harped 
on continuously since his return to the 
United States to take an active part in the 
campaign. He dwelt on it at some length 
in his opening speech at Abilene and has 
been hammering home the theme that the 
Republicans, in order to win, must wean 
over the youthful voters, many of whom 
have never had an. opportunity to cast 
their lot with a winning GOP presidential 
candidate. 

The general, moreover, considers himself 
in a good position to capture the bulk of the 
youthful vote from having led the greatest 
army of youths in American military his- 
tory. He is obviously out to curry favor 
with those he led in the European inva- 
sion. From this standpoint the selection of 
the California man may have been good 
strategy. 

What effect the Nixon nomination will 
have on the Democratic convention, now 
getting undér way, remains to be seen. 
Already it has given rise to an agitation for 
the party to follow suit by naming for its 
vice-presidential candidate some one in the 
same age category. Among those who are 
being prominently mentioned are Gov. Men- 
nen Williams of Michigan and Rep. Frank- 
lin D. Roosevelt Jr. of New York. Young 
Roosevelt, who is a chip off the old-block, is 
managing the presidential campaign of 
Averell Harriman, while the equally youth- 
ful Governor Williams is a favorite son con- 
tender.

Physician Pleads for Public Support 
Of Facilities for Chronically Ill 


Atlanta—You are to be commended for 
the amount of space you devoted to the re- 
cent closing of that large nursing home on 
Washington St. 

Your well-written stories and vivid photo- 
graphs should serve to impress upon the 
citizens of this community the need for ade- 
quate, sanitary and safe nursing homes for 
the aged and chronically ill. 

When Battle Hill was closed as a tubercu- 
losis hospital in 1946 the Community Plan- 
ning Council recommended, as a temporary 
measure, that it be reopened as a nursing 
home for the care of the chronically ill. It 
has been continued on this basis for more 
than five years now. Most of the buildings 
out there were constructed as temporary 
barracks for soldiers of World War I, but the 
principal objection to Battle Hill-Happy 
Haven is that these institutions do not have 
enough beds to meet the present needs. 

As Dr. McGee, the Fulton County health 
officer, has said repeatedly, the community 
needs now at least 1,000 beds for the chroni- 
cally ill. If one or more nursing homes can 
be built to provide these beds, and managed 
by the Battle Hill board or some other group 
equally good, public funds are available 
to meet almost all of the expenses of taking 
care of the permanently and totally disabled 
in such homes under the new laws of the 
Talmadge administration. 

This is not a poor community. It can 
afford anything that its citizens are con- 
vinced is necessary. In recent years mil- 
lions of dollars have been spent in erecting 
churches in and around Atlanta. 

In 1939 the Dominican Sisters of the 
Roman Catholic Church opened Our Lady of 
Perpetual Help Free Cancer Home, and since 
then they have provided serenity and com- 
fort to every one applying with incurable 
cancer without regard to race, color or 
creed. The Sisters accept no money from 
patients or from government sources, but 
through faith, with the aid of contributions 
from the public, they are accomplishing 
miracles. 

Another religious group has_ recently 
opened the beautiful Jewish Home for the 
Aged. 

We Protestants are in a large majority 
in Fulton and DeKalb Counties. What are 
we going to do?

But there is such a lack of knowledge 
about harmonizing temperaments that it 
seems necessary to plunge in and take 
chances.

Atlanta ‘Pops’ Concert

Playing with almost flawless 


co-ordination, the Atlanta ‘'Pops” 


Orchestra Sunday treated more than 5,000 fans to a program of cOne 
trasting modern, classical and popular selections in a concert which 
we feel was far and away the best ever presented by the orchestra 


under Albert Coleman's direction. 


The musicianship of the orches- 
tra Sunday compared favorably 
with that of any other group of its 
size anywhere. The timing, tonal 
shading and playing of each com- 
ponent of the 60-piece orchestra 
was excellent. This co-ordination 
was achieved in the brief span of 
only two concerts and three re- 
hearsal periods. 

The orchestra took the spotlight 
completely away from the excellent 
group of five soloists and only 
Walter Mongledorff, brilliant young 
pianist who played Liszt’s Piano 
Concerta in FE Flat, aroused 4 
greater reaction from the massive 
audience than did Coleman and 
his musicians.

operational authority to commit 
troops of nine different countries. 

Eisenhower was ranking Ameri- 
ean officer in Europe, and as such 
was commander of all American 
troops in Europe. 

Officially he was ‘‘international.”’ 
He could not—technically speaking 
—hbe fired by Truman, as. Mac- 
Arthur was. Nor—again technically 
—could the two men in Washington 
who are otherwise senior to any 
American officer, Gen. J. Lawton 
Collins, the chief of staff, and 
General Bradley, head of the Joint 
Chiefs, give him orders. 

But he had what might be called 
three international ‘‘bosses’’: 41) 
the North Atlantic Council, (2) the 
NATO Council of Deputies and (3) 
the Standing Group, a permanent 
military commiftee which sits in 
Washington. This last corresponds, 
more or less, to the Combined 
Chiefs of Staff during the war. 

SHAPE itself is also complex. 
The deputy supreme commander 
is Lord Montgomery. There is an 
air deputy who is British and a 
naval deputy who is French. 

Next comes Gruenther, the chief 
of staff, who also has two deputies. 


Out in the field there are three 
subdivisions in the vast com- 
mand: (1) A British admiral, 
Patrick Brind, has headquarters 
in Oslo, Norway. Air, ground and 
navy in the area are all under 
Brind. (2) Similarly an American 
vice-admiral, Robert B. Carney, 
has headquarters in Naples; Italy. 
(3) The Central Command, which 
is the most important, is sef up 
sonrewhat differently. At the time 
of its inception Eisenhower was 
appointed commander of SHAPE. 

He was not only over-all boss of 
SHAPE, but the direct commander 
of the central area as well. Under 
him were the French General Juin 
(ground forces), the French Vice- 
Admiral Jaujard (navy), and the 
American General Norstad (air 
forces). The Central Command 
headquarters are at Fontainebleau, 
near Paris. 

From everywhere in Europe peo- 
ple came to Eisenhower to ask ad- 
vice or to try to get him to do jobs, 
and there is little he does not know 
about the domestic political situa- 
tion in every NATO country. 


BELIEVES IN NATO 

Not only did Eisenhower believe 
{n his job; he believed in its sur- 
vival. In 1951, a disgruntled Amer- 
ican businessman complained to 
the general that the Norwegians (as 
an example) were lying down on 
the job, that the British had no 
faith in the Schuman Plan or in a 
European army, and France was 
so self-divided as to be worthless 
as an ally. In view of this, he went 
on, the United States should pull 
summarily out of Europe, and 
erect its own defensive curtain in 
America. 

Eisenhower listened patiently, 
and then said this: ‘‘Maybe you're 
right. But if you were canoeing in 
some rapids with a fellow and the, 
other fellow stopped paddling, 
would you quit too—and drown? 
Or would you redouble your efforts 
to stimulate the other fellow and 
gave your own life?’ 

The military budgets of the 
NATO countries are higher than 
last year, and military production 
has gone up. Several countries 
have extended their terms of con- 
scription.

But 
reform, like armament, costs 
money. Which, if forced to the 
choice, is he going to curtail? 

What about Spain? What about 
Yugoslavia?

To put Spain into NATO might 
well split it wide open, because 
then NATO would no longer be a 
company of free nations. 

The situation in regard to Yugo- 
Slavia is the same thing in reverse. 
Nobody wants to bring a Commu- 
nist state into SHAPE, even if the 
Tito brand of communism differs 
from the Stalin brand. But geo- 
graphically and militarily Yugo- 
slavia could be of enormous value 
to the West in the event of war.

of the best in Europe. Second, 


Italy could not be successfully de-| 
fended without Yugoslavia. Third, |

GERMANY BIG PROBLEM 


Fisenhower’s biggest headache 
at SHAPE had to do with Germany 


and the creation of a Western Eu-| 


ropean army. SHAPE is a head- 
quarters controlling a coalition of 
various national detachments; 
they are under the commander's 
orders, but they retain their na- 
tional identities, and in most 
NATO countries some troops are 
not under the commander of 
SHAPE at all. A western Euro- 
pean army would end these anoma- 
lies, | 

No such foree would be worth 
much without participation by 
Germany. Yet, if we permit the 
excruciatingly neurotic Germans 
to rearm, how can we be sure that 
they will remain. docile? The 
French would resist to the utter- 
most any suggestion that Germany 
be permitted to rearm unilateral- 
ly, on its own. 

The European army proposal 
has two complementary  objec- 
tives: (1) to utilize German mili- 
tary skill and manpower for the 
defense of Europe; (2) at the same 
time, pull Germany’s militaristic 
fangs. 

Eisenhower and SHAPE were for 
the European army 100 per cent. 
They did not see how Europe 
could be made defensible without 
German help, even though this is 
not an ideal solution. They knew 
that they were taking a political 
gamble. 

It was Eisenhower who put the 
European army idea into motion. 


ENCOURAGING PROGRESS 


Could SHAPE stop a full-fledged 
attack by the Russians now? Of 
course not, Eisenhower himself 
said, on arrival in the 
States on his surprise trip last 
November, ‘‘Many things have not 
come forward as fast as we'd 
want them to. However, the ad- 
vances of the past year have been 
encouraging. There have heen 
some fine advancements and some 
discouragements.’’ 

Two major decisions, it would 
seem, must be made in the years 
to come. First, by the Russians— 
whether or not to assault the 
West. Second, by us—whether or 
not, when we are strong enough, 
to assault the Russians. A good 
many people in Europe believe 
it may be the United States, not 
Russia, that will start the next 
war, if it ever comes.

The finest, most expensive honey 
in the United States is made frem 
the sourwood blossoms covering 
the Georgia Blue Ridge area, ac- 
cording to L. C. Dotson, president 
of the North Georgia Beekeepers 
Asociation. 

That is why, he explained, asso- 
ciation members decided on Lake 
Winfield Scott, north of Dahlonega, 


water contests as well as watched 
demonstrations and listened to Ke- 
tures on bee colonies. 

‘Millions of acres of sourwood 
blossoms evaporate and waste,”’ 
Dotson said. ‘“‘This country pro- 
duces only 
honey annually while 
200,000,000 pounds.’’ 


One colony will produce 100 
pounds of surplus honey in 30 days 
from the sourwood blossoms, Dot- 
son said, ‘‘which sells for about 15 
cents a pound more than regular 
Georgia honey.”’
